the building, Chief Tracy reported. 

“The fire in the dwelling extended into the walls 
and into two rooms and the attic area due to its 
balloon type construction," Tracy said. 

Engine 42 arrived and another 2''':-in. protection 
line covered the exposures to the rest of the fire 
building and ventilated the roof ot the dwelling 
“to help stop the spread of the fire in the attic 
area.” 

“Everyone did a great job — it was a terrific 
team effort,” Tracy summed up the report. 

Many Sierra Madreans saw the flames from a 
distance and showed up to observe fire opera¬ 
tions. 

Councilman Gary Adams, who watched the 
operation, said, “It’s nice having those guys (fire¬ 
fighters) in town. They worked very professionally. 

1 was impressed. They did a good job." 

Steve Carnahan, owner of the dwelling, called 
The News to commend the Fire and Police Depart¬ 
ments of Sierra Madre for their fine job. He men¬ 
tioned Chief Ed Tracy, Fire Marshal Dave Naylor 
and Sgt. Larry Lutzow and added, “the whole 
crew.” 


Twenty-seven Sierra Madre firefighters battled 
a blaze at 169 Santa Anita Court in which the 
cause is under investigation. A loss figure will be 
determined at the completion of the investigation. 

Approximately 12 minutes after the initial alarm 
at 8:22 p.m., Sunday, a "knockdown” of all visible fire 
was declared and overhaul operations commenced 
to search out any additional “hot spots” and con¬ 
cealed location of fire, said Fire Chief Ed Tracy 
Tuesday. 

Originally, the department was dispatched to a 
report of a garage fire in that block. Firefighter 
Michael Tyler was first on the scene at 8:23 p.m. 
and reported flames showing. 

Two minutes later. Chief Tracy arrived and re¬ 
ported “heavy fire conditions” in a one-story garage 
with extension to a 2 '/ 2 -story dwelling located directly 
behind the fully-involved garage. 

Engine 41 arrived within four minutes and three 
lines were hooked up to hydrants in the area, the 
third off Engine 41 to protect a 1 '/j-story dwelling 
located to the east of the fire building. A fourth 
line was ordered to advance into the 2 ' 2 -story 
dwelling to back up the initial line operating within

Sierra Madre’s water situation is serious 




Sierra Madre will have to buy 500 acre feet of 
water, at $115 an acre foot, plus transportation 
charges which could run as high as $300 an acre 
foot, to replace water the Raymond Basin Manage¬ 
ment Board has ruled that the city has overpumped 
as of June 30, 1990. 

An Ad Hoc Technical Committee, set up by 
the board to study the over-pumping charge, has de¬ 
cided that excess water pumped from Sierra Madre’s 
spreading basins while the tunnels in Little Santa 
Anita Canyon underwent repair has been given all 
the credit due even though part of the water came 
from the tunnels. 

Tunnel water is not normally charged with per¬ 
colation penalties because it is placed directly into 
the system. When the repair work was undertaken, 
however, that water had to be shunted to the spread¬ 
ing basins.

Sierra Madre had maintained that it was unfair¬ 
ly charged for this water, but was overruled by the ,Ad 
Hoc Committee, according to Mayor Pro Tern * 
Roy Buchan who serves as City Council liaison 
to the Management Board and has attended the Ad 
Hoc Committee meetings. 

The matter will be on the Oct. 23 council 
meeting agenda, but the city has already agreed 
to the purchase of the 500 acre feet from esur lour- 
city water district, the San Gabriel Valley 
Municipal Water District (SGN'MVV D) which will de¬ 
posit the water in the San Gabriel Basin. 

According to Buchan, the problem of getting it 
to Sierra Madre in the Raymond Basin remains un¬ 
solved, as it has for the 31 years Sierra Madre has 
belonged to SGVMWD. 

City Administrator Jim McRea said that a 
number of possibilities are under consideration, but 
all seems to involve “wheeling” or transporting 
charges, first by the Metropolitan Water District 
(MWD) and then by either Arcadia or Pasadena 
since the water has to be placed in the eastern 
unit of the Ravmond Basin from w hich Sierra Madre 


pumps. 

In either case the water would have to be de¬ 
livered above ground, necessitating the added expense 
of a pipeline and variouN other equipment needed 
to connect to a turnout or other pipeline because 
Arcadia does not currently ha\e the capacity and 
water cannot be transported underground from the 
western unit, from which Pasadena pumps, to our 
eastern unit. 

McRea stated that in his opinion the 500 acre 
feet could create a bonus for the city in helping 
to raise — or at least maintain — the level of 
the water table which is currently said to be at its 
lowest level ever recorded. 

The city is precariously close to having to lower 
its pumps, which also could cost hundreds of 
thousands of dollars. 

The 500 acre feet is close to 20 percent of the 
city’s annual water use which averages 2600 acre feet. 

The Raymond Basin Management Board has 
also ordered the city to come up with a long- 
range solution to obtaining additional water to meet

When I started this column last year, T" 
re-discovered the wonder of reading. I have 
always loved to read, teaching children to read 
was something 1 felt inspired to do when pro¬ 
bably the only words I’d learned on the page 
were “Dick and Jane.”

1 began to understand that reading 
meant I could pass into another dimension and 


all 1 needed in front of me were letters of the 
alphabet arranged on a page. And 1 began to 
comprehend a little more completely the objec¬ 
tives of my affections: books. 

A writer writes heart to hand to paper (or, 

1 suppose, head to hand to paper) their love 
flows through them, and using the elements of 
pages in a book, the writer and the reader 
take communion. 

There is nothing like it for me, even as 
technology advances. At one time it could be 
said that the pen is mightier than the sword. 
I don’t know if it is also mightier than a TV 
screen, a computer screen, or certainly, Nintendo. 
The weapons of our warfare have changed. 

But there is a quietness to reading I 
enjoy, a still small voice that speaks personally 
and privately to me, and then 1 feel life, and 
larger than life. 

My mother once told me that if there was 
such a thing as reincarnation, I would come 
back as a book. 

Why take your chances, 1 say, get lost in 
a book in the certainty of today!

Wild Things Are.” No 
sophisticated “Bravo” 
was ever more heartfelt.

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*You gotta have heart’ and 
he does...but not his own

pump through all sorrow and all winters we 
are alive on the earth.” 

— Natalie Goldberg

Five years ago Armond Martine was not ex¬ 
periencing his heart as being quite so magnificent. 
His heart muscle was weakening and in 1985 he 
underwent a successful quintuple by-pass, but by 
1989 everything in his body started to malfunction 
and his weight was down to 130 lbs. He was retaining 
fluids. Mortality was tapping him on the shoulder. 

And then — through a miracle of modern 
medicine — he was given a new heart. After seven 
months of waiting for a donated heart that would 
match Armond’s blood and tissue type, the call 
came. 

An 18-year-old boy, a passenger in a car, part 
of a caravan going up the Angeles Crest, was hit 
in the head by a rock as it flew through the wind¬ 
shield. His is now the heart that pumps in Ar¬ 
mond’s 47-year-old, 160-lb. physically fit body. 

And it is a heart that causes him to say these 
day;., “1 really think about other people now, now 
what 1 can do, or what 1 can attain. 1 think alot 
about the other person. 

“When you are healthy, there’s the feeling of 
immortality, when you’re 20 years old you’re bullet¬ 
proof, but 1 have come to see that there are many 
powers greater than myself: nature, God, circum¬ 
stances with society. We don’t really control any¬ 
thing. 1 was brought up a Roman Catholic; I’ve 
studied alot of Eastern religions, meditation, ancient 
scriptures . . . now matter who it is, there is The 
Golden Rule. They all have it. You can read and 
read but you don’t necessarily practice these things.” 

However, since his recovery, Armond is dedi¬ 
cated to practicing “do unto others as you would 
have them do unto you,” and some of his inspira¬ 
tion to do so was because of the people who came 
alongside him during the scary times. “There were 
people who would give of themselves to me to 
help me keep going, and it did have its effects or 
I wouldn’t be here.” 

Armond witnessed a true-life parable of this 
recently and illustrates his experience this way: 
“One day while 1 was bicycling, 1 saw a little 
blob in front of me. 1 got off my bicycle, 
walked up to it and saw that it was a little sparrow. 
1 thought it might be dead, but it was still 
alive. I picked it up off the street and it hopped

up the pepper tree in front of Maxwell’s (Hair 
Salon), as it began to climb up to the highest 
branch, the other birds were helping out. 

“When I watched that, 1 thought of all the people 
who had jump-started me back to life.” (Among the 
many friends, .Armond would also like to give credit 
to his surgeon. Dr. Payne; his cardiologist. Dr. 
Fashidi; and the coordinator in the transplant 
department of St. Vincent’s Hospital, Irene Coley.) 

His stopping to assist the sparrow reminded 
Armond that ‘‘I here is always enough time to try 


to do something right.” He says, “I’ve put myself 
on the line many times; it someone has a problem, 

1 don’t hesistate to try to help.” 

If there is a characteristic that stands out in 
this unique individual, it is his availability and his 
readiness to carry on a conversation. Martine has a 
gift for meeting people as he walks and/or bicycles 
through the area. “For 90 days I have been the 
most frequent visitor of 45 Bean Town,” he says 
as he sits at their outside table, eating his break¬ 
fast of fresh fruit. 

“People seem to trust me. I’ve been working 
with addictive personalities for a number of years, 
directing people to facilities that can help them 
more than I can. Often these people are in very 
life-threatening situations. Sometimes you have to 
grab the person and say, ‘You’ve got to do some¬ 
thing now.’ Most hospitals have care-units and you 
.can take someone in instantly.” 

Another principle that has been operating in 
Armond’s life has been that of, “in giving you 
receive.” He says, “The more 1 give the better 1 
am. How do you measure success? My measure of 
success is in being useful by my fellow man. My 
life doesn’t run on a monetary system. I’m there 
because 1 want to be there.” 

Because of a retirement fund from his work 
as a maintenance carpenter with the Pasadena 
School District and various annuities (“When 1 was 
young 1 was told to start putting money away,”), 
Armond has found the freedom to participate in 
community projects, work as a craftsperson, a 
potter, a specialty chef, and to keep physically fit 
through bicycling, lifting weights, and taking three- 
mile power walks. He enjoys living in Sierra Madre 
and has watched it change from “a small agricul¬ 
tural community into a warm small town.” 

1 know the local history back to the 1880s,” 
he says with pride. “It’s been my pleasure to have 
lived here for a little over a year. 1 consider my¬ 
self a native.

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Combination classes cause parent 
concern; teachers, administration 
point out positives, realities 


In order to be cost ef¬ 
fective and maintain a 
student/teacher ratio of 
29.8 to 1, each year 
the AUSD is faced with 
the need to institute 
combination classes at 
the elementary level, ex¬ 
plains Superintendent 
Terry Towner. And every 
year there are con¬ 
cerned parents who 
express discomfort when 
their children are placed 
in these combination 
classes. 

To most of these 
parents, the logical 
course is to add more 
teachers. 

However, that is not 
as feasible as it may first 
appear, as Towner ex¬ 
plains. If more teachers 
are added, the student/ 
teacher ratio is lowered, 
and to lower the ra¬ 
tio by one student, 
it would cost the dis¬ 
trict in excess of $300,000. 

Then there is a limit 
on facilities. It is true 
that the student popu¬ 
lation is below its 
peak of a decade or 
so ago, but any extra 
classroom space has been 
converted into computer 
labs and libraries. To 
ease crowding caused by 
growing enrollment, por¬ 
tables have been added 
to several campuses 
over the past two 
years. The district 
is at a “nasty point” 
regarding the number of 
kids and school space, 
said the superintendent 
who adds that the bot¬ 
tom line is "we’re full.” 
In particular, grades 
one, four and six are 
extremely im¬ 

pacted. 

Two elementary school 
sites were closed when 
when enrollment was on 
a decline. However, one 
school is leased to a 
private school and the 
other is home to another 
private school and Arca¬ 
dia’s continuation high 
school. Just to re-open 
either of these sites 
would cost the dis¬ 
trict some $350,000 
plus the loss of rental 
income, according 
to Towner. 

Because increases 
in school enrollment 
don’t happen in “neat 
packages,” it becomes 
necessary to create 
combination classes. All 
six elementary schools in 
the district have at least 


one combination and 
Hugo Reid has five. 

Some parents have 
said that if permit stu¬ 
dents were not allowed 
to go to school in Ar¬ 
cadia, there would be no 
problem. However, 
Towner expresses the 
opinion that once 
these permit students 
are part of the district, 
they have some rights 
and cannot be treated 
as second-class citi¬ 
zens. 

Even though the 
district is limiting 
new permits, there 
currently are 126 ele¬ 
mentary students who 
are attending Arcadia 
schools on inter-district 
permits, which are 
issued because their 
parents work in the city, 
have child care here or 
students are living with 
guardians in Arcadia. 
The school district re¬ 
ceives an average of 
$3000 each year 
for these students, 
therefore they are needed 
for income, adds Towner. 

Regarding combina¬ 
tions, Rose Chen, 
who has taught for 17 
years, says that she 
volunteered for a 
combination at High¬ 
land Oaks last year be¬ 
cause she wanted a 
challenging change. 
Again she has the split 
classroom which she 
views as an oppor¬ 
tunity to work with two 
smaller groups and to 
pinpoint those con¬ 
cepts which need to be 
reinforced. 

She says that last 
year some parents were 
afraid that the students 
would only get half the 
curriculum. “That’s not 
the case,” according 
to this teacher who 
said that she heard 
no complaints at the 
end of the year and 
that this year par¬ 
ent’s didn’t express that 
concern. 

Because she was in 
several combo classes 
while growing up, Ardelle 
Fisher, a fifth/sixth grade 
teacher at Holly Ave., 
finds “no problem” 
with the combination 
classes, which seem 
to offer more oppor¬ 
tunities, including 
intellectual and crea¬ 
tive stimulation for the 
highly motivated, inde¬ 


pendent workers who are 
selected for the com¬ 
bination. 

She looks at her 
class as a combina¬ 
tion of talents and 
gifts coming from 
students themselves, not 
necessarily a combina¬ 
tion of two grade levels. 
Fisher, who admits that 
teaching a combination 
is double work, says 
that she is “always 
looking for something 
that unites the two 
grades.” 

Carol Phelan, a teach¬ 
er of 22 years who says, 
"and I’m still having a 
lot of fun,’ has taught 
some eight Vi combina¬ 
tions since going to 
Longley Way 10 years 
ago. She is helped by 12 
volunteer mothers, “very 
caring adults who work 
nicely with children.” 

While it is becoming 
more challenging with 
changing state require¬ 
ments, particularly in 
language arts and mathe¬ 
matics, the combination 
experience can be really 
positive,’’ explains 
Phelan. 

Positives to combina¬ 
tion classes, according 
to Mary Ann Sund, for¬ 
mer principal at Baldwin 
Stocker and currently 
director of curriculum 
and staff development 
for the district, include 
opportunities for 
collaborative learn¬ 
ing (recognizing that 
kids learn best from 
kids), tendencies toward 
fast-moving groups and, 
with less time spent on 
discipline because of 
class selection, there 
is more time to devote 
to creative activities. 

Even after all of the 
above has been explained 
to parents, there is con¬ 
cern, explains the father 
of a Hugo Reid students 
who was placed in a 
combination last year. 
He feels that if the com¬ 
bination experience is so 
positive, why isn’t it 
done all of the time. She 
says that Arcadia resi¬ 
dents should be the dis¬ 
trict’s primary “clients” 
rather than permit stu¬ 
dents. 

It all comes down to 
available space and 
finances, both factors 
forcing the district to 
create combination 
classes.
